When 
the end of the pier was washed off, three Santa Fe flat cars 
as well as a small warehouse for sheltering freight went 
overboard.

There are growing indications that the 
federal government may call a truce in its 
war on the private utility industry’. 
The 
fact that the electric utilities, if given reason­ 
able assurance that they will not be saddled 
further with confiscatory’ taxes, punitive 
regulation or driven out of business by gov­ 
ernment competition, could be a tremendous 
influence in curbing the recession, seems 
finally to have permeated the halls of cong­ 
ress. 
However, to date there has been no 
concrete action, in spite of the new’ attitude 
of compassion.
